During this visit they disclosed 
that they had formerty been assigned to the 186 Division of the 62 Army, which 

- had been ordered to the Korean front in the spring of 1951. They had been wounded 

there and had been taken to Tushan, Kweichow, for hospitalization. Now they are 
being transferred to Kwangsi because they are all natives of that provinces 
At Kueilin, they will be taught various skills which will enable them to engage 
in productive worke
